A San Rafael Chamber of 
Commerce 
committee

came up with cheering word 
for boat owners: a plant to de­ 
velop a city-owned boat har­ 
bor, at a cost less than $10,000. 
The plan was outlined at a 
luncheon meeting of the cham­ 
ber’s parks and recreation com­ 
mittee yesterday at chamber 
headquarters. The committee, 
headed by Lothar Salin, hopes 
to whip it into final form at a 
Jan. 31 meeting. It will then 
go to the chamber’s board of di­ 
rectors, and—if they approve 
it—to the city council. The city 
will be asked to put up the 
money. 


The harbor, capable of ac­ 
commodating small yachts and 
sailboats as well as motorboats, 
would be adjacent to the San 
Rafael Canal turning basin. It 
would restore and improve boat 


facilities which existed there 
some years ago. 
The 
city 
owns 
the 
land, 
which is now submerged at 
high tide but partially mud- 
filled at law tide. It also owns 
property for a parking lot be­ 
hind the Towne-Martin automo­ 
bile agency. A second parking 
lot is available on General Pe­ 
troleum Co. property. The two, 
according to City Councilman 
Fred Jensen, a committee mem­ 
ber, would accommodate more 
than 100 cars. 
The site can be reached from 
the state highway via a 30-foot 
unimproved city street.

disclosed . . . Kramer was re­ 
sponsible for granting the Mill 
Valley Inn Corp. extensions on 
their (sic) option to the site 
at Enchanted Knolls when he 
admittedly knew that Freder­ 
ick Henderson, prom oter of the 
ill-starred project, was a con­ 
victed swindler.” 
(Henderson w a s in Marin 
arrested on suspicion of fraud 
involving the Inn project, sub­ 
sequently transferred to Los 
Angeles to stand trial on a 
sim ilar charge there, and is 
now free on bail.) 
The editorial also suggested 
that the City of Mill Valley was 
aware of “Henderson’s prison 
record at the same time Kra­ 
m er was — last May.” 
Mayor 
Robert D. Huber said the city 
informed itself of Henderson’s 
background long before that 
and had refused several deals 
offered by the ex-convict in 
connection with the inn pro­ 
ject. 
The Review, which declared 
its editorial was but the be­ 
ginning of a campaign against 
questionable affairs within the 
city government, said it was 
“not quite the thing for (Kram­ 
er) the chairman of the Mill 
Valley Planning Commission” 
either to act as agent for a 
known ex-convict or co-sign for 
him on a bank loan. 
Kram er was reappointed to 
the planning commission last 
month after a lengthy explan­ 
ation by Huber, who indicated 
the city’s confidence in his in­ 
tegrity. 
The mayor asserted there 
was nothing to indicate Kram­ 
er was in any way involved in 
the Inn scandal, and K ram er’s 
reappointm ent was confirmed 
by a 4-0 vote of the city coun­ 
cil.

Jigsaw O f S. F. 


Army engineers, at work in 
Sausalito, are putting together 
one of the largest jigsaw puz­ 
zles in the United States. 
When completed, sometime 
in February or March, it will 
be an acre size scale model of 
San Francisco Bay. 
There are 155 pieces. Each 
piece is of reinforced, sculp­ 
tured concrete, and each piece 
weighs at least five tons. 
It 
takes an Army crane to fit 
them into the pattern. The last 
two pieces were cast this week 
in the Army Engineers’ build­ 
ing at Sausalito w h e r e the 
model is being constructed. 
Most of the pieces are in 
place. They can be walked up­ 
on as you would your front 
yard. 
In three giant strides 
you can cross the Golden Gate 
Bridge. 
From one end to the other, 
north and south, the distance 
is about the same as Babe Ruth 
used to clout a homer in Yan­ 
kee Stadium. 
This is no toy. The model 
has been built for a very ser­ 
ious purpose, with each 12 
by 12 foot piece costing an 
average of $10 per square 
foot. But the jigsaw is only 
the beginning of a l o n g 
range study. It’s a laboratory 
tool. 
This massive research instru­ 
ment is designed for a num ber 
of purposes. 
T h e engineers 
hope to be able to m easure ac­ 
curately the ebb and flow of 
tides in and out of Golden 
Gate and the far reaches of 
the bay. 
They hope to be able to pre­ 
dict, or measure, the am ount of 
sediment these tides carry. It 
is possible, by observation over 
a proposed three-year study 
period, to measure the salt con­ 
tent of the w ater when it meets 
the fresh waters of Sacramen­ 
to, San Joaquin and Napa Riv­ 
ers and other stream s emptying 
into the bay. 
Outside the G o l d e n Gate 
there exists a huge bar, an un­ 
dersea mound built up by the 
tides and extending in a half 
circle on a six mile radius with 
its crest submerged to a fair­ 
ly uniform depth of about 30 
feet. 
Similar bars and shoals also 
are built up each year at Mare 
Island 
Strait, 
Pinole 
Shoal, 


<3^ep?uo 
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Richmond and o t h e r areas. 
Cost of dredging, to maintain 
shipping, costs approxim ately 
two million dollars annually. 


There exists the possibility 
that manmade barriers could 
eliminate these obstacles if 
the flow of the water were 
known. The model may give 
the answers. Its $300,000 cost 
would be more than amply 
covered if this answer can 
be found. 


But more is involved. Popu­ 
lation in the Bay Area con­ 
tinues to grow. Fresh w ater is 
a necessity. It’s possible to cap­ 
ture it before the rivers empty 
into the oqpan. 
One proposal 
has been to create two fresh 
w ater lakes, one at the north 
end of the bay, the other at 
the south by erecting great 
dams. 


The other plan proposes to 
siphon the water 
f r o m 
the 
fresh water streams before it 
enters the ocean by building 
smaller dams on the r i v e r s 
themselves. The answers may 
be found in the model. 


Much land has been reclaim­ 
ed from the sea on the stream 
deltas. 
Would this land be 
flooded and Ijst if barriers 
were built?

PROFESSOR SAYS: 
U.S. Endangered 
By Sex Mania 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. UFl — 
Prof. Pitirim Sorokin of Har­ 
vard University, an authority 
on human behavior, says Amer­ 
icans are drifting toward sex 
anarchy. 
“Americans,” he said, “are 
victims of a sex mania as malig­ 
nant as cancer and as socially 
menacing as communism.” 
Professor Sorokin’s views on 
the subject are contained in a 
book 
titled 
“The 
American 
Sex Revolution,” due in the 
book stores next Monday. 
“We are completely sur­ 
rounded by the rising tide of 
sex, which is flooding every 
compartment of our culture, 
every section of our social 
life,” Sorokin wrote. 
“We live in a video environ­ 
ment saturated with exhibition- 
istic or teasingly semi-draped 
nudity,” he said. “Sex appeal 
has become a must in commer­ 
cial advertising . . . Our civiliza­ 
tion has become so preoccupied 
with sex that it now oozes from 
all pores of American life.” 
Sorokin said the nation’s “sex 
obsession” is reflected in the 
ever-mounting divorce rate, the 
upsurge in sex crimes, “the em­ 
phasis of sex in radio and TV 
programs, 
stage 
plays 
and 
movies, popular songs, pictures, 
reading m atter and advertis­ 
ing.” 
He also wrote that sex 
plays a major role in modern 
American political life. One 
of the alarming results, he 
said, is that “sex bribery and 
blackmail . . . are now as 
prevalent as monetary cor­ 
ruption.” 


“Sexually infamous persons 
or 
their proteges,” 
Sorokin 
said, “are appointed to ambas­ 
sadorships or other high office 
and profligates sometimes be­ 
come the popular mayors of 
metropolises, or members of 
the cabinet or leaders of a 
political party. 
“Among our public officials 
there is a vast legion of profli­ 
gates.” 
The Harvard 
p r o f e s s o r 
charges that cocktail parties 
play “an important role in the 
stimulation of sex drives and 
in the provoking of many pre­ 
marital and extram arital liais­ 
ons.” 
“Our 
morals,” 
he 
said, 
“have changed so notably 
that continence, chastity and 
faithfulness are increasingly 
viewed as oddities, as the 
ossified survival of a pre­ 
histórica! age.” 
Sorokin, who is head of Har­ 
vard Research Center in Crea­ 
tive Altruism, also said: 
“This sex revolution is as im­ 
portant as the most dramatic 
political or economical upheav­ 
al.”

Freed From 


Ice Floe Traps 


McMURDO SOUND, Antaro 
tica (IP)—Two U.S. Navy vessels 
trapped in Antarctic pack ice 
since New Year’s Eve had freed 
themselves and are safe in the 
shelter of Cape Hallett, radio 
reports from the scene said to- 
day. 


They were the U.S. supply 
ship Arneb which was crushed 
between massive ice floes and 
seriously damaged and the ice- 
b r e a k e r escort Northwind 
which went to the assistance of 
the Arneb and was caught by 
the ice itself. 


The radio dispatches said 
the ships won their battle with 
the pack ice on Wednesday and 
broke loose after being trap- 
ped for three days. Both are 
reported moored today to the 
bay ice in the shelter of Cape 
Hallett, five miles from the 
scene of their mishaps. 


The 12,800-ton Arneb’s main 
task in supplying the interna­ 
tional geophysical year base 
site at Cape Hallett was being 
carried out while the crew 
worked to repair the damage.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
More People Are Thinking, 
Arguing On Rapid Transit 


We've received a number of letters 
on rapid transit (see two of them in ad­ 
joining column) since our editorial just 
before Christmas urging an imaginative 
solution to the problem. This is encour­ 
aging because it means people are be­ 
ginning to think and talk about transit. 
We don’t expect everyone to agree 
with us. The problem is too big, too 
complicated for anyone to have the 
whole solution. Therefore we feel that 
the more thinking we can help bring to 
bear, the better the solution is going 
to be. 
There are certain facts, however, we 
feel are basic. 
1— No transit system can provide the 
speedy transportation needed unless it 
runs on its own right-of-way with grade 
separated intersection. Key trains in the 
East Bay creep along the city streets be­ 
cause of danger to other traffic; buses 
are often caught on clogged highways. 
Southern Pacific trains speed down 
their own right-of-way and by pure 
weight 
and 
power keep 
the 
track 
cleared. But this will become more and 
more difficult and dangerous as popula­ 
tion down the Peninsula continues to 
grow. 
2— Mere “improvement” of existing 
systems will not coax auto-riders onto 
the transit system. Needed is some im­ 


aginative solution to reverse the existing 
trend away from mass transit and into 
the private car. It must be fast, com­ 
fortable, 
convenient 
and 
reasonably 
priced. Quite an order! 


3— A major planning job already has 
been done by the Bay Area Rapid Tran­ 
sit Commission. This planning, which 
cost three quarters of a million dollars, 
is a solid foundation for the start of ac­ 
tion toward an effective system. Action 
is needed to set up a district which can 
take definite steps toward construction. 
Arguing about the details now can stall 
action until more planning will be need­ 
ed to bring current studies up to date. 
In present planning, no definite type of 
transit, routes, or fares have been 
pledged, only suggested. 


4— The Bay area must have some in­ 
tegrated transit system eventually. 
It 
we don’t take steps towards providing 
it now, we will be just that much far­ 
ther behind our needs. 


We are concerned that the program 
may be “compromised” into an ineffect­ 
ive system which can not help but fail. 
If so, it may be worse than doing nothing 
at all, because effort and money spent 
on such an abortive program could not 
again be readily marshaled for an effec­ 
tive effort. 


Another Blow Against Billboards 


We’d like to salute a little neighbor 
across San Rafael-Richmond bridge for 
its recent action regarding billboards. 


The city council of El Cerrito%as just 
voted a ban on billboards along the 
route of the new Highway 40 freeway 
through their city. The council felt that 
the people who pay the bills for the new 
freeways should not be forced to put up

with billboards which detract from the 
scenery and at the same time are a 
traffic hazard. 
Marin county, which long has been 
a state leader in the elimination of bill­ 
boards, salutes El Cerrito for having 
taken another step toward eventual 
state-wide beautification of freeways 
through elimination of unsightly bill­ 
boards.

Produce Better, Cheaper Foods

THROUGHOUT the world 
the search goes on unceasing­ 
ly for ways and means of us­ 
ing the 
atom for bringing 
cheaper, better foods to the

The Feed and Agricultural 
Organization of the United 


Nations (FAO) has set up a 
new committee to correlate 
and exchange information on 
ways the atom can help in 
European agriculture. 
It is known as the “Euro­ 
pean contact group on uses 
of isotopes and radioaction in 
agricultural 
research.” 
Re­ 
cently it completed its first 
meeting at Wageningen, in 
the Netherlands. 


DELEGATES from 16 Eu­ 
ropean n a t i o n s attended, 
along with observers from the 
United States and Soviet Rus­ 
sia, and eight international 
organizations. 
Their findings and recom­ 
mendations are being studied 
and catalogued at FAO head­ 
quarters here. 
So much research is going 
on that the group asked mem­ 
ber nations to list only the 
outstanding experim ents in 
reporting for the m aster in­ 
dex to avoid clogging up the 
files.

four main groups—crop pro­ 
duction, soil preservation and 
enrichm ent,

equipment needed are rela­ 
tively inexpensive, and train­ 
ing in their use can be ac­ 
quired in a relatively short 
time, the group reported. 
The main benefit of radia­ 
tion in these fields lies in its 
ability to penetrate biological 
tissues and induce changes in 
them. For the moment, these 
changes possibly are esser 
tially destructive. 


EXPERIMENTS 
are 
con­ 
centrated on the use of iso­ 
topes to kill off insect pests 
infecting growing crops, live­ 
stock or stored feeds and to 
aid in sterilizing or pasteuriz­ 
ing foodstuffs, like meat, by 
killing bacteria. 
The delegates agreed, how­ 
ever. that atomic preservation 
is unlikely to replace normal 
heat sterilization for food­ 
stuffs where it is now used, 
or the preservation of meat 
and fish by antibiotics. 
Rather, 
they 
agreed, 
it 
should be developed as an 
“accessory” treatm ent along 
with such methods as refrig­ 
eration, or salting. 


ONE POSSIBILITY now be­ 
ing investigated is to give 
lightly salted bacon a radia­ 
tion exposure to increase its 
life in storage. 
But perhaps the first wide 
use of radiation will be with 
potatoes. Experim ents have 
been under way for several 
years in many European na­ 
tions to inhibit sprouting in 
stored potatoes by subjecting 
them to light bombardment 
by isotopes. 
The group agreed that an 
other 
fuli-scale 
m e e t i n g 
would not be necessary for 
probably another three years 
but 
that 
special 
meetings 
would be carried on all the 
time to promote the exchange 
of information in the various 
fieldj of research.

Fairs Study 


Ready For 


Legislature 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)— An 
extensive survey of fair con 
cessions 
in 
the 
California 
State Fair and Exposition, 
and the 78 other district and 
county fairs (including Ma­ 
rin’s) 
operated 
throughout 
the state has just been com­ 
pleted by the special Senate 
Committee On Governmental 
Administration, 
headed 
by 
Sen. George Miller of Rich­ 
mond. 


The committee went thor­ 
oughly into the practices and 
policies in selecting conces­ 
sions for the fairs, a move 
sparked by complaints some 
years ago to the effect that 
some favoritism was being 
shown to certain concession­ 
aires. 


AT THE PRESENT time, 
all fairs are under the guid­ 
ance and supervision of the 
state Departm ent of Finance. 
In its conclusions, the com­ 
mittee advocates that both 
the California State Fair, and 
the Division of Fairs and Ex­ 
positions be transferred from 
the D epartm ent of Finance to 
the State Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture. It said, however, that 
the D epartm ent of Finance 
should still continue to exer­ 
cise budgetary control over 
the fairs in the same m anner 
as it has budgetary control 
over any other departm ent of 
state. 


SUCH ACTION by the Leg­ 
islature would remove the 
fairs from control of the De­ 
partm ent 
of 
Finance, 
and 
place in the hands of the 
fair boards the final authority 
for selecting the concession­ 
aires 
who 
sell amusement 
and food to fair-goers. 


The 
committee 
does, 
in 
fact, recommend that the sole 
selection of the concession­ 
aires should be in the hands 
of the fair board, following 
the adoption of standard pre­ 
qualifications 
requirem ents 
for bidders. 
The committee also recom­ 
mended that the fairs should 
avoid excessive charges in 
connection with concessions, 
and should place emphasis on 
service to the public, rather 
than revenue for the fairs. 


\ RECOMMENDATION 
that all fair board meetings, 
and the records of the fairs 
as well, should be open to the 
public, was made. This ties in 
with another study made by 
the committee on the secrecy 
involved 
in 
certain 
public 
records. 


As 
the 
committee 
dealt 
only in a study of concessions, 
it did not go into the subject 
of w hether the state should 
support the state and the dis­ 
trict fairs, which it does now 
out of horse racing money. 
Some feeling has been evi­ 
denced at the Capitol that the 
state 
fair, which 
costs the 
taxpayers upwards of a mil­ 
lion dollars a year, and the 
district fairs, which are allot­ 
ted a minimum of $65,000 an­ 
nually, should have this sup­ 
port withdrawn, and be al­ 
lowed to proceed upon their 
own merits. 


It is possible that when the 
Legislature gets bills affect­ 
ing the concessions, that the 
question of public support on 
an 
overall 
basis 
may 
be 
raised.

FUTURE OF CYPRUS 


Britain, Greece, Turkey 


May Start Parley Soon

Great Britain, Greece and 
Turkey may start negotia­ 
tions soon on the future of 
Cyprus. 


Britain, which holds the 
eastern M editerranean island, 
has offered its people a con­ 
stitution which would give 
them a measure of home rule 
and the hope that some time 
in the future they might get 
the choice of remaining in 
the British Commonwealth or 
leaving it. 
Greece, which wants Cy­ 
prus, lays claim to it on the 
ground that 400,000 of its 
500.000 people are of Greek 
racial stock. 


TURKEY WANTS to pro­ 
tect the rights of the 100,000 
Turks in Cyprus. It holds 
further (1) that Cyprus was 
Turkish until it came under 
British rule in 1878; (2) that 
the island is only 43 miles 
from the Turkish mainland 
and 683 miles from the Greek 
mainland. 
Hence, 
Turkey 
holds, if there is any change 
in the sovereignty over Cy­ 
prus, Turkey should get it. 
Though Greece has reject­ 
ed the proposed constitution, 
dispatches from Athens quote 
government sources as say­ 
ing it might join Britain and

THIS DEBATE may come 
late in January. Greece wants 
to argue that the people of 
Cyprus have the right of self- 
determ ination. Britain wants 
to air its charge that the 
Greek government is support­ 
ing the campaign of violence 
in the island. But the United 
Nations can take no action. 
The United States has now 
entered 
the situation. The 
State Departm ent in Wash­ 
ington issued a formal state­ 
ment last week in which it 
said that “the making by the 
United Kingdom of proposals 
for self-government could be 
the first step toward an even­ 
tually peaceful and generally 
acceptable final solution of 
the Cyprus problem. . . . The 
United States still hopes that 
our three allies . . . will strive 
to agree upon a way of mov­

On Equality 


If an inter-planetary visitor 
had dropped in on the United 
States anytim e during the 
year 1956, 
he could easily 
have gained the impressions, 
from glaring headlines and 
various incidents, that the 
American people were en­ 
gaged in a bitter, deadend 
controversy over whether a 
nation, dedicated to the prop­ 
osition of political equality, 
can long exist— and may not. 
Fortunately it would be a 
false impression. The exact 
opposite 
is 
the truth. 
The 
truth is that the American 
people are engaged in the re­ 
warding process of realizing 
one of our greatest Demo­ 
cratic promises, total political 
equality under law for all. 
We are making tremendous 
headway. 


THE GLARING headlines, 
telling of a mob threatening 
Negro children on the way to 
school, of hooded cross-burn­ 
ers re-lighting some of their 
fires of resistance, of some 
governors seeking ways to 
evade the Supreme Court, do 
not reflect an insoluble prob­ 
lem; they reflect our concen­ 
tration upon solving the prob­ 
lem. 
We are solving it steadily, 
persistently, 
visibly, 
some­ 
times painfully. In gauging 
the struggle that still lies 
ahead it is well to look at 
some of the reassuring evi­ 
dence of progress. 


THE RECORD OF progress 
in civil rights from 1948 to 
1957 has been compiled by 
the American Jewish Com­ 
mittee in New York. It is an 
impressive 
story, 
factually 
told. Its central fact is that 
during the past nine years 
there have been 298 separate, 
solid, significant actions — 
judicial, legislative, adminis­ 
trative and voluntary—taken 
by federal, state and municip­ 
al government and private 
groups, all advancing and se­ 
curing equal rights of citizen­ 
ship in the following ways: 
Presidential 
orders 
that 
paved the way for integration 
in the arm ed services. 
State and local laws barring 
discrimination on the job, in 
public housing, and in tax- 
supported colleges. 
Court rulings outlawing ra­ 
cial 
segregation 
in 
public 
schools and in ’a wide variety 
of public accommodations. 
Spontaneous actions of pri­ 
vate citizens and groups to 
further political equality. 


HERE ARE SOME of the 
steps which show American 
Democracy in action, demon­ 
strating that it has within it­ 
self the seeds of adaptation 
and change and self-reform: 
U.S. Supreme Court sets 
aside death sentence of a 
Georgia Negro because jury 
was chosen on racial basis. 
Democratic state prim aries 
opened to Negroes in Arkan­ 
sas, Georgia, Louisiana a n d 
Texas. 
U.S. Suprem e Court rules 
compulsory 
segregation 
in 
public schools is unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Moves toward desegrega­ 
tion are initiated in close to 
l,00q 
school 
districts 
and 
units in Southern and border 
states. By October 1956, de­ 
segregation is underway in 
797 school districts affecting 
319,000 Negro and 2,000,000 
white children. Some 110 of 
208 tax-supported Southern 
colleges 
now 
admit Negro 
students. 
Poll 
of 
15,000 
Southern 
college teachers reveals that 
70 per cent favor integration 
in professional and graduate 
schools. 
Big league baseball team s 
start using Negro players and 
Pacific Coast League hires 
first Negro umpire. 
Discriminatory a d v e rtis e - 
ments by employment agen­ 
cies rejected by telephone di­ 
rectories. 
Journal of American Medi­ 
cal Assn. drops designations 
by race and creed from “situ- 
a t i o n s wanted” advertise­ 
ments.

PCC Stiffens 
Scholastic 
Requirement 


SAN FRANCISCO (U.R)—The Pacific Coast Con­ 
ference, apparently ignoring its recent poor Rose Bowl 
record, voted yesterday to increase the scholastic re­ 
quirements for athletes. 
The conference fathers, composed of presidents, 
faculty representatives and athletic directors of the nine 
member schools, voted to re­ 
quire a “C” grade average for 
athletes and to increase thfe 
number of units they must 
carry in the off-season. 
Additionally, the representa­ 
tives at the winter meeting vot­ 
ed unanimously to uphold pen­ 
alties already levied against 
four member schools for per­ 
mitting excessive financial aid 
to athletes. 
However, at the first session 
of the two-day winter meeting 
the 
fathers 
considered 
only 
four points of a new 10-point 
code proposed by the presi­ 
dents’ council last month and 
made no announcements on. 
changes in the regulations to 
permit additional financial aid 
to athletes. 
The proposed code offered 
increased money aid for ath­ 
letes 
but 
proposed 
more 
stringent punishment for of­ 
fenders. 
The group approved unani­ 
mously a change that called for 
athletes to maintain a 
“C” 
grade average for approximate­ 
ly 28 semester or 42 quarter 
units between seasons of com­ 
petition and in 12 units while 
competing. 
The code provision previous­ 
ly did not mention a specified 
grade average and required 
only the taking of 24 semester 
or 36 quarterly units between 
seasons. The requirement on 12 
units during the competitive 
seasons has not changed. 
The group directed Dr. Rob 
ert Gordon Sproul of the Uni 
versity of California, president 
of the conference, to appoint 
a committee to work out de­ 
tails on the academic standard 
and report to the spring 1957 
meeting for action so that such 
a program can go into effect 
next fall. 
Dr. Glenn Seaborg of the 
University of California, who 
spoke for the conference, 
said that there was no move 
at the elosed-door session to 
modify the penalties against 
four schools. 
The penalties included dock­ 
ing football players from UCLA

The wording of the section 
said that the burden of proof 
was on the protesting school 
and Seaborg said he saw no in­ 
dication at the meeting that 
any member school was pre­ 
paring to invoke the new code 
change. 
The other code change adopt­ 
ed by the conference in line 
with the proposals of the pres­ 
ident’s council stipulated that 
“All existing obligations as to 
athletic game schedules be ful­ 
filled unless it can be demon­ 
strated they are flexible for 
adjustments as might be agreed 
to by the conference.”

Slim Chance That Legislature 


Will Revoke Commission Power 


There probably isn’t a chance in a thousand that the 
Legislature will revoke the regulation-making powers of the 
State Fish and Game Commission when the lawmakers assem­ 
ble in Sacramento Jan. 7. 
But there’s certain to be a lot of 
words carried over the micro­ 
phones of the senate and as­ 
sembly chambers and commit­ 
tee rooms on the m atter. 
This won’t be anything new, 
as the bill which renews the 
commission’s 
authority 
each 
two years always causes some 
debate. 
But this year there 
will be more lawmakers in 
there going on record. 
The 
five-man 
commission 
has held the power to set bag 
limits and length of seasons, as 
well as river closures and game 
refuge closures since the 1945 
Legislature. But the Legisla­ 
ture, always cautious about del­ 
egating authority or forming 
new commissions 
made the 
plenary powers of the commis­ 
sion effective for only two 
years. 
That means these powers 
have to be renewed again on 
each odd-numbered year. 
In 
1953, the renewal measure al­ 
most failed. * Strangely enough, 
that battle found two of the 
m o s t 
powerful 
Republican 
members pf the senate on op­ 
posite sides. 
The two sena­ 
tors, Ben Hulse, £1 Centro, and 
the late George Hatfield of 
Merced, normally saw eye to 
eye on most m atters and were 
firm friends. 
However, Hulse, was op­ 
posed to granting the powers 
to the commission on moral 
grounds. 
The renewal bill 
finally 
passed 
the 
upper 
house by one vote. 
Sen. 
Earl Desmond (D-Sacramen- 
to) moved to have the vote 
reconsidered 
but 
dropped 
the effort after two days. 
Desmond, 
incidentally, 
al­ 
ready has announced a cam­ 
paign to strip the commission 
of its authority. Desmond says 
he may do this with a specific 
bill to remove the commission 
powers, or will carry on a fight 
to block the renewal bill. 
Even though there are fewer 
assembly m embers who oppose 
the policies of the commission 
and have fought to end the 
commission 
rule, 
they 
have 
been quite vocal. The handful 
who oppose the renewal bill 
each two years have raised 
their voices in a num ber of de­ 
bates, with both the Commis­ 
sion and Seth Gordon, director 
of the D epartm ent of Fish and 
Game, coming in for tongue- 
lashings. 
In the 1957 session, how­ 
ever, they should be joined 
by a number of other mem­ 
bers. Quite a bit of the in­ 
crease in opposition is due 
to the fact that those op­ 
posed to Gordon and the 
commission take an active

—Alcoholic Beverage Control 
and W ater Resources—have an 
all-powerful 
director. 
While 
both have boards, the latter 
have only advisory powers. 
The Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion, however, is similar to the 
Park Commission and Highway 
Commission. It has final pow­ 
ers and the Departm ent and its 
staff only advise it. 
A fter all is said and done, 
however, the move to end the 
plenary powers of the fish and 
game commission probably will 
result in little more than a 
morning or afternoon of de­ 
bate. With a budget topping $2 
billion and more than 6,000 
bills to work on, the legislators 
simply don’t have time to go in­ 
to the thorny problems con­ 
nected with fish and game. 
Even the sternest critics of 
the commission probably don’t 
want that, but merely want to 
put an end to the present Ad­ 
m inistration.

While their boosters from 
the home state wont delirious 
with joy, tearing down the 
goal posts at both ends of the 
field before the game ended, 
the Iowa football players troop­ 
ed to their dressing room with 
stolid faces. 
A fan raced out of the crowd 
and threw his arms around lit­ 
tle Bob Commings, 173-pdund 
guard. 
“Great game, Bob,” the fan 
boomed. 
“Thanks,” whispered Com­ 
mings with the flicker of a 
smile. 
In contrast to many of the 
Rose Bowl victors, this was a 
crew that had a job to do, 
went out and did it, and ap­ 
peared to be glad the whole 
thing was over. There was 
no boasting. 
Even head Coach Forest Eva- 
shevski showed no signs of 
happiness after the game—just 
a quiet contentm ent.

SANTURCE, Puerto Rico (IP) 
—Chicken to most people is 
something on a dinner menu 
but to Puerto Ricans it means 
frenzied 
excitement 
and 
a 
chance to gamble. 
The islanders would rather 
make a bet than eat and, while 
there is plenty of “action” at 
the horse parks and the gamb­ 
ling casinos, their main pas­ 
sion is in seeing the feathers 
fly. 
Meaning that cock 
fights, 
staged legally in all sections of 
Puerto Rico, are their main 
dish. 
In Santurce, which is the 
“Brooklyn” of San Juan, there 
are two “galleras” or cockpits. 
Every weekend, from sunup to 
sundown, the tiered arenas are 
jammed with frantically wager­ 
ing spectators cheering on the 
feathered fighters. 
One such is the “Canta Gal­ 
lo,” reached through narrow, 
winding streets, and you can 


hear the crowing challenger of 
the combatants long before you 
reach the large, 
ramshackle 
building. Inside is a 25-foot 
dirt-floored ring encircled by 
five tiers of wooden benches 
which rise almost to the sheet 
iron ceiling. 
Bets already are being shout­ 
ed around the circle as a can­ 
vas sling is lowered from the 
ceiling, much like the micro­ 
phone at Madison Square Gar­ 
den, and the two cocks are 
weighed. They m ust be with­ 
in one ounce of each other and 
they are armed with needle 
sharp bone spurs taped on 
over their natural spurs. 
As a concession to nobody 
knows who, steel spurs are il­ 
legal here in the only place 
under the American flag where 
cockfighting is perm itted by 
law. But the bone spur is just 
as deadly. 
At “Canta Gallo” there is a 
12-foot triangular neon light 
about eight feet over the ring 


and the low pit wall is up­ 
holstered in bright pink leath­ 
erette. 


But there the civilized aspect 
ends as the handlers turn loose 
the 
two 
battlers and 
three 
pounds of feathered fury, with 
deadly 
efficiency, 
does 
the 
slashing job for which it was 
born and trained. 


And. when the two cocks fly 
at each other, wings fanning 
the air furiously as they hurl 
themselves two feet in the air 
and rake viciously with their 
spurs, the crowd goes out of its 
bloodthirsty mind. Odds change 
quite constantly as one cock, 
or the other wavers and fal­ 
ters, its life blood dripping 
into the dirt crusted with the 
gore of countless generations 
of its ancestors.

Weight, Exercise, Food Cited As 


Factors In Talk To Medic Group

You can help combat heart 
disease, America’s top medical 
problem, by keeping slim, exer­ 
cising moderately and keeping 
away from fatty food. 
These in brief were the rec­ 
ommendations made by a San 
Francisco heart specialist be­ 
fore the Marin Medical Society, 
which met at the Fairfax Mead­ 
ow Club last night. 
Dr. 
Francis 
Chamberlain, 
vice president of the American 
Heart Assn. and associate clin­ 
ical professor of medicine at 
University of California Medi­ 
cal School, pointed out that 
evidence is not all-conclusive, 
but there are enough statisti­ 
cal data to bear out the rec­ 
ommendations. 


HEALEY PRESIDES 


Dr. Edward F. Healey, presi­ 
dent of the Marin medical 
group, presided during the din­ 
ner meeting, attended by more 
than a hundred doctors and 
their wives. 
Dr. Chamberlain said wom­ 
en, especially up to their 40s, 
have 
far 
greater immunity 
from heart disease than do 
men. 
Up to age 40, coronary cases 
are 100 times more common in 
men as In women, he said. Af­ 
ter the 40s, women gradually 
begin to lose some of their im­ 
munity, but the incidence of 
the disease In women does not 
catch up to those in men until 
about age 80. 


WEIGHT FACTOR 


Getting down to specifics, I 
the doctor said overweight is 
one of the biggest factors in 
heart disease. Overweight men 
are 42 per cent more prone to 
be stricken than those of nor-1 
mal weight. The incidence is 
75 per cent greater in over­ 
weight women than in those of 
normal weight. 
Those engaged in physical 
exercise have strikingly less 
chance of coronary attack, Dr. 
Chamberlain reported. He said 
comparative studies were made 
of bus drivers in England who 
must climb up and down their 
double-decked buses and driv­ 
ers of single deck buses who 
remain seated most of the day. 
Studio« were also made of 
postal workers who walk their | 
routes and those who stay in-1 
side. 


GRADUAL START 


But the doctor warned that 
those who have been inactive 
physically should not start vio­ 
lent exercise all at once. “Phy-. 
sical exercise should be taken 
up gradually and should be 
done in comfort,” he said. 
High blood pressure and hy­ 
pertension also seem to contri- j 
bute to coronary attacks. Since 
about 85 per cent of these ail-1 
ments can be relieved by medi- j 
cal means, the possibility of 
reducing this factor is good, 
the doctor said. 
The housewife enters the pic­ 
ture when it cornea to food. Dr. 
Chamberlain said several stu­ 
dies have shown that Ameri­ 
cans have one of the highest 
heart disease incidences in the 
world today, probably because 
of a high intake of saturated 
fatty foods. 


FOOD CATEGORIES 


He listed two general cate­ 
gories of fatty food—unsaturat­ 
ed fatty foods which remain 
liquid at room temperature 
(such as fish oil, soy bean oil, 
olive oil, peanut oil, corn oil) 
and saturated fatty foods which 
become solid at room tempera­ 
ture (such as butter, cream, 
cheese with the exception of 
cottage cheese, oleomargarine 
and similar foods). 
The saturated (solid) fatty 
foods are the harmful ones, the 
doctor said. Beef, pork and 
meat juice have high fat con­ 
tent and should be avoided, 


whereas chicken and turkey 
have low fat content. 
The doctor listed these per­ 
centages of fat in food: Chick­ 
en—1 to 7 per cent, with less 
fat in breast and more in the 
leg; veal—11 to 12 per cent; 
turkey—7 to 12 per cent, with 
34 per cent in the skin; round 
steak—13 per cent; rib roast— 
24 per cent; New York steak— 
30 per cent; hamburger—30 
per cent; lean pork—26 per 
cent; ham—33 per cent; leg 
of lamb— 19 per cent. 


ISSUES WARNING 


The doctor issued this im­ 
portant warning: In reducing 
dietary fat intake, one should 
not reduce protein markedly 
because that will defeat the 
purpose by increasing blood fat 
content in the body. He ex­ 
plained a body needs energy, 
and if protein is lacking, it 
builds up fat to get that needed 
energy. 
A diet which is most likely 
to combat heart disease would, 
therefore, consist of some pro­ 
tein with each meal—fish, skim 
milk, 
buttermilk, 
c o t t a g e 
cheese (but not other types of 
cheese), chicken, turkey and 
very lean meat. 
Japanese and Italians are far 
less susceptible to heart disease 
than Americans. Dr. Chamber- 
lain pointed out that the Jap­ 
anese diet contains fish and 
soy bean oil, and the Italians 
eat much fish and olive oil. 
Coronary attacks are almost

non-existent among Eskimos, 
and this has led to some belief 
that the fat theory is no good, 
the doctor continued. But this 
can be explained by the fact 
that fats consumed by Eskimos 
are unsaturated fat such as seal 
oil. 
Dr. Chamberlain illustrated 
his talk with slides, showing 
charts and figures developed 
by a series of studies by spe­ 
cialists. He said that eight 
years ago only $100,000 was 
spent "on heart disease 
re­ 
search, but last year three mil­ 
lion dollars was spent, and the 
research is paying off.

Second round of attempts to |

No­ 
vato theater operator Don Don­ 
ahue, who hopes to operate the 
theaty, claimed at the meet­ 
ing last night that no other 
site is either available or suit­ 
able, including any marshland 
site which would be prohibitive 
because of the cost of fill. 
He p o i n t e d out that the 
North Marin master plan, re­ 
cently adopted by the county, 
calls for a shopping center in 
the vicinity, and that a theater, 
would be permitted in an area 
zoned for a shopping center. 


But residents in the area 
c l a i m e d a drive-in theater 
would have a depressing effect 
on their property values. 
Those residents are organiz­ 
ing their forces to battle the 
proposal again. It was turned 
down by the board of supervi­ 
sors previously.

Mrs. Knight pointed out that 
California is one of the few 
states in the nation which 
showed an increase in polio in 
1956 over the year before and 
that thousands of polio victims 
are depending on a successful 
March of Dimes for their fight 
toward recovery. 


Coffee parties are expected 
to get underway in Marin Coun­ 
ty shortly after the kickoff in 
Sacramento, Mrs. Knight states. 
She estimates the coffee ses­ 
sions could reach more than a 
million California homemakers 
with person-to-person informa­ 
tion on the polio problem and 
what can be done about it.

Miss Wall, a cosmetics chem­ 
ist for 30-plus years, has no 
patience with the woman who 
“lets herself go around the 
house, and then heads for the

beauty shop when she wants to 
make a killing.” 
“That’s expecting a miracle,” 
said the sprightly Miss Wall, 
whose beauty credo is based on 
prévention. 
She recently be­ 
came the first woman to re­ 
ceive the Society of Cosmetic 
Chemists’ annual medal for 
contributions to the field. 
Florence Wall, a graduate 
of St. Elizabeth College, Morris­ 
town, N. J., and New York Uni­ 
versity, has spent most of her 
scientific career in cosmetics. 
She helped to pioneer develop­ 
ment of modern hair dyes; or­ 
ganized NYU’s first accredited 
courses related to cosmetics; 
has 
taught 
cosmetology 
at 
NYU and other schools, and 
has written six textbooks in the 
field. 
She believes a woman should 
start preventive care of her 
skin in her 20’s—“certainly not 
later than the 30’s,” she said. 
“Neglect the skin and the 
figure when you’re young . . . 
and pay the price later,” she 
said, in an interview. “I be­ 
lieve in the retaining rather 
than restoring idea.” 
Her beauty prescription— 
the combination of cosmetics 
and 
facial 
massage. 
And, 


with regularity. “It is like the 
concert pianist who said that 
when he neglected practice 
one day, he could notice the 
difference in his playing,” she 
said. 
“Two 
days, 
and 
the 
critics noticed. 
Three days, 
and the public noticed.” 
“The woman who uses cos­ 
metics has a better skin than 
the one who doesn’t,” said Miss 
Wall. 
“Even in casual application, 
there is some massage benefit.” 
She makes no recommenda­ 
tion for specific brands of 
creams 
and 
foundations — 
“none of them is harmful,” 
she 
said. 
But 
she 
divided 
them into three major types; 
cleanser, which she said should 
not penetrate but “flush out” 
soil; emollients, which are the 
“rejuvenators,” and the finish­ 
ers, now usually liquid. 
Skin beauty also depends on 
diet, rest and general health, 
she said. 
Miss Wall practices 
what she preaches—most of 
¡the time. 
“Sometimes, I neg­ 
lect massage,” she confessed. 
| “But daily cleaning is automa­ 
tic. 
“I’m comfortably past mid­ 
dle age,” she added. “And for 
me, I don’t think I look bad.”

TIME AND TIDE 


Most 
Marin 
residents 
see 
their municipal courts in action 
only when they are called in 
for traffic violations or other 
infractions of the law. 
But this week, Marin Muni­ 
cipal Court is holding open 
house, along with other courts 
throughout 
California. 
Open 
house extends through Monday. 
The observance is the fourth 
since the municipal court sys­ 
tem was established in Marin 
County in January, 1953. Pre­ 
siding judge is Richard M. Sims 
Jr. He is assisted by Judge Har­ 
old J. Haley, who was appoint­ 
ed to the bench last fall to suc­ 
ceed Judge N. Charles Brusa- 
tori, now on the superior court 
bench. 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight has 
issued a proclamation, desig­ 
nating Jan. 1 through 7 as 
Municipal Court Week in Cali­ 
fornia. “In view of the impor­ 
tant part the municipal court 
plays in the communities of this 
state,” the governor announced, 
“I urge my fellow citizens to 
visit the courts and learn of 
their structure and operation, 
and I further urge that all 
Californians become acquaint­ 
ed with their m agistrates who 


sit on these courts, and rea­ 
lize the great responsibilities 
that they hold in the communi­ 
ties.” 
The state now has 57 m uni­ 
cipal courts with 168 judges. 
The growth of Marin Muni­ 
cipal Court is reflected in the 
num ber of cases handled by the 
two municipal judges. Here are 
the figures, as released by pre­ 
siding Judge Sims: 
In 1953 a total of 23,265 
cases was processed. The figure 
rose to 24,876 in 1954, 31.409 in 
1955 and 39.939 in 1956. The 
grand total is 119,489 cafces. 
Of the grand total, 927 were 
felonies, 69,577 parking viola­ 
tions, 35.812 traffic violations, 
4,089 other misdemeanors, 6,- 
924 civil cases and 2,160 small 
claims. 
The case load for 1956 in­ 
cluded

felonies, 
23,493 
parking, 12,592 traffic, 1,087 
other misdemeanors, 1,979 civil 
and 531 small claims. 
The court’s clerical staff is 
headed by Chief Clerk Edna 
Lemke, who has been with the 
court since its establishment.

My arms ache 
awfully.” She hung her head 
and cried. Mary is 9.

Castle Cognac 


Pays Its Own Way 


COGNAC, France (W—Moat 
French castles have a built-in 
old age security. They don’t 
have to do a thing to earn 
their keep. They just sit back 
and get “fat” on the contri­ 
butions of tourists. 
The 10th Century Chateau 
de 
Cognac, 
here 
in 
the 
southwest part of France, is an 
exception. It is one castle that 
works for a living. 
In the castle’s magnificently 
vaulted underground rooms, 
covered with inscriptions carv­ 
ed by British prisoners of the 
13th 
Century, 
hundreds of 
casks of cognac brandy are 
stored and aged. 
The castle 
(owned by a cognac producer 
since 1795) is eminently quali­ 
fied for its delicate job, for it 
has walls nearly two yards 
thick that keep the tempera­ 
ture always even. 
Richard the Lion-hearted of 
Crusades fame was lord of Cog­ 
nac castle at the end of the 
13th Century. The names that 
followed read like a “Who’s 
Who” of historical figures; 
Richard’s rebellious brother, 
King John; the French kings, 
Phillip the Bold and Phillip the 
Handsome; Jeanne, Queen of 
Navarre; 
and 
the 
famous 
“Black Prince,” 
Edward of 
Wales, in 1350. Finally, Du 
Guesclin, 
who 
reconquered 
Cognac in 1375 and banished 
the English. 
Cognac then entered its age 
of glory, with the birth of King 
Francis I in 1494. 
He was 
brought up in the castle. His 
mother, Louise of Savoy, held 
the court of France there while 
acting as ruler during her son’s 
captivity in Spain under Char- 


Johnny’s dad said it never had 
occurred to him his punish­ 
ment was wrong.

Will a 
joke, a smile, or reasonable re­ 
ward do it? Then don’t punish 
at all. Will a frown make your 
dawdler speed up? Then frown. 
Don’t whip. Will a few minutes 
of isolation make your 3-year- 
old stop teasing the baby? Then 
isolate. Don’t whip. Get the 
idea? 
You can be sure of one thing. 
If repeated punishment hasn’t 
stopped bad behavior, addition­ 
al punishment won’t help. 
It 
will make matters worse. If 
you’ve whipped to no avail, 
stop whipping. Is that clear? 1 
hope so.

J. A. Dougherty, accountant 
for Novak, said today the No­ 
vak organization has contact­ 
ed all building trade unions in 
the county and has assurances 
that each will send a repre­ 
sentative to the supervisors’ 
hearing to support the Novak 
application. 


He added that Novak expects 
to build homes on the property 
in question and would be able 
to built three houses per acre 
on the basis of the existing 
10,000-foot minimum lot size. 
Reduction of the limit to 7,500 
feet 
would 
permit the con­ 
struction of an additional 2,100 
homes — one extra home on 
each of the 2,100 acres involv­ 
ed in the rezoning matter — 
he said.

Carbon 
monoxide 
poisoning 
was the 
apparent 
cause of death. 
Sheriff’s Investigator William 
Bradley, who was assigned to 
the case, said he found no mo­ 
tive for malice or foul play. 
His investigation showed Swan 
had checked in at a San Rafael 
hotel Dec. 26 and checked out 
on New Year’s Day. 
During 
that period, he had been visit­ 
ing bars on B street in San Ra­ 
fael. He could have bumped 
his 
head 
during 
his week’s 
round of the bars, the investi­ 
gator surmised. 
Bradley said Swan had ap­ 
parently been despondent over 
poor health tnd over the fact 
his brother had also taken his 
own life in November, 1955. 
Swan was found by fellow 
workers in a car inside Anchor 
Engine Rebuilders on Francis­ 
co boulevard, San Rafael. A 
garden hose from the exhaust 
extended into the right vent 
window.
